A -wondorftil book ia the "Adventures 
of Baron Mnnoliauson." How many of 
oar readers iu their youth linva pored

In the House on the Slst of February, 

'Mr. "{"Wal^em stated that the Attorney- 
Qeneral could not deny that ha had writ- 
ten to a gentlemanly Kootenay. offering. 
Mr. 'Gallaffher ^lWO'aTuid Government poa- 
tlioii. ■ • 

Hon. Mr. Elliott stated that such a 
statement was fals», as false as the father of 
lies, and he would defy the hon. genliemati 
to prove sucha charge. (Cheers.) 

Before the Eoynl Commission on Mon- 
day Mr. Elliott, beiug on the stand, said: 

" I did write to Father Fougnet to the 
efifeotthati understood from Daores that 
it was Gallagher's intention to resign his 
seat and that I also understood that Mr. 
Kelly, the constable, intended to stand 
for Kootouay. I said that although I was 
not in a position to make any promise to 
Mr. Gallagher of Kelly's position, yet eo 
far as I was concerned I saW'SfO obleBtion 
to his having it." . ' ' '• ' _ 

The reader will perceive a wide differ- 
ence between the charge as originally pre- 
ferred by Mr. Gallagher and repeated by 
Mr. Walkom and the evidence of Mr. El- 
liott. Mr. Elliott denied in the House 
the truth of tho charge that ho bad offered 
SIOOO and a position to Mr, ,. GallagHe'r 
through Father FouqUet or anyone else. 
Whan Mr. Gallagher was pressed on this 
point he receded from it — abandoned it — 
and after making four distinct and totally 
different statemonts on the subject at last 
settled down on tho statement that it ', was 
Mr. Kelly and not Father Fonquet who 
made the ofl'er. Mr, Elliott'B evidence, 
10 far from iaonlpating him, makes clear a 
point that Mr. Gallagher's statement had 
reduced to a muddle and throws tho 
whole onus of tho proof on the Opposi- 
tion. Tho letter written by Mr. Elliott to 
Father Fouquot was Buoh as any gentle- 
man who had it in his power to amelior- 
ate the nocossitioH of a man who was re- 
ported to be in a starving condition might 
icdito to a conlidentiiil friend; but it in 
nowiao nll'octs Mr. Elliott's position nor 
that of his Ministry. On the other hand, 
if Mr. Kelly -was instructed by Mr, Elliott 
or any one else to offer a position to Mr. 
Galhxgher in consideration of his resign- 
ing his seat, then, wo say, tho mutter as- 
sumes a grave phase, and tho aut could 
not be defended. But so far nothing hns 
been elicited to shako public conlideuce

titled to a fair field. They cannot bo con- 
demned without a trial. On tho 2d of 
March, in commenting pu the scandal, wo 
used these words: 

"If Kelly tried to bribo Gallagher "in 
tho name of tho Government" let Kelly 
prpdifoi^.his .authority firom the • Govern- 
ment, if he has a letter of tho Premier 
in his hands authorizing him to offer 
Gallagher a tou-cont piece, let alone a

To that position we iptehd to adhere; 
and until it shall have been showu that 
Kelly acted otherthan as his ownagoutiu 
making the offer wo shall not recede from 
it. If the Government are to be convict- 
ed on a charge of bribery and corrup- 
tion, let it be after a fair trial shall have 
been accorded them; but until ^tried tho 
country has no right to asstima'their guilt.
